The excellent card of races offered by the 
XdBkasida management Saturday was tha means 



of drawing out tha largest crowd of the week, 
the half holiday element being much in evi- 
dence. The sport furnished a red lettei day as 
far as favorites wera ennearnad, the entire seven 
passing under tha wire first. The betting 
was nnnsnally brisk and heavy, tha public 
quitting the day decidedly winner. Tha 
feature race of tba day was the fifth, a 
handicap for three-year-olds and upward at 
one and one-eighth mUes, Orontas, which has 
been running consistently of lata, proved to be 
the beet and was wall supported by the public. 
Searcher led away off to himself for the fi'st 
mile, but tired rapidly in the last eighth. Hera 
Orontas and Rolling Boar moved up fast, the 
former drawing easily away in the last six- 
teenth and winning by a length while Rolling 
Boer beat the tiring Searcher thrae-quartare of 
a lecgth for second place. Omdnrman was 
always outrun and Ban Chance was outclassed. 

Money Muss showed all bis speed in tba 
fourth raca, a sprint of six furlongs, leading all 
the way and winning in impressiva fashion by 
a ntek from tba fast closing Saa Queen, which 
beat If Yen Dare two lengths for second place. 
Sea Queen was undoubtedly the bsst at tha 
weights but was handicapped by a weak ride. 
Federal finished stoutly and would have bsan 
third in a few more strides. Gonfalon ran well 
for five furlongs but tired in the last eighth. 
Denman Thompson was always outrun. 

Evelyn Bird finally found a spot where she 
could win, taking the day’s opener a six far- 
long dash without much trouble by a length 
from Mango which beat Harney one for second 
placa. Harney improved suddenly and ran a 
good raca. Homaga was short. The race 
should do her good and put her on edge for a 
good race next tima out. Star Cotton showed 
early epaad. 

Rival Dare, despite tha fact that she carried 
top weight sncceadad in reaching the wire first 
in tba second raca, a six furlongs dash. She 
won by a half langth from the fast closing 
Aaron, she bsating Sam Lazarus Esq. one 
langth for second placa. Sam Lazarus Esq. is 
good just now and ready to win a good race 
especially through tba mud. Nyx and The 
Boer showed wall for five furlongs. 

Nellie Waddell ontclaesad tba field in tba 
third race, a scramble of five furlongs for two- 
year-old, and simply played with it winning 
wall in hand by two and a half lengths. 
Herodes, a rank outsider in tha betting, just 
lasted long enough to beat Amigari a nose on 
tha post for second place. Lacrimaa was 
always outrun, 1. Samelson has seemingly 
staled. 

Miracle II., with his light impost of 74 pounds, 
ontgamed Lennep in tha closing stridas of tha 
sixth race, a dash of once around the circle, 
winning by a neck in a hard drive. Telamon 
was third, six lengths back. Ha ran far below 
expectations. Lennep opened up an early gap 
that seemed as if it would lead her to an easy 
victory, but she tired while coming down the 
last quarter. Pay the Fiddler came with a rush 
in tba final eighth and would have been third in 
a stride or two. Wayward Boy showed wall 
only for six furlongs. 

Tba last raca of the day went to Barilla which 
easily overcame Rad Apple’s big lead whan com- 
ing down the last quarter, winning going away 
by two lengths, while Red Apple beat the fast 
coming Precursor a langth for second place. 
Bed Apple opened up a big gap all down tha 
backstretch and wall into tha last quarter but 
was all out by tha tima tha paddock gate had 
been reached. Myth bad no chance from where 
ba got off. The meeting lasts three more days 
which will wind up the local races for the 
season of 1901. 

SARATOGA STAKES. 

For tba last time Daily Racing Fobm calls 
the attention of owners and trainers to the 
splendid list of stakes offered by the Saratoga 
Association, entries to which close tomorrow at 
midnight. Everyone is a turf priaa of tha first 
order, four of the seven stakes here offered be- 
ing of the value of $10,0CO each and the othar 
three of $5,000 each. It is patent that the Sara- 
toga Association is truly one “For the improve- 
mant of the breed of horses,” since under Mr^ 
Whitney’s munificent guidance as president it 
is offering money in sums without precedent in 
the history cf the famous old track and it rich- 
ly deserves the most geuarone patronage at the 
hands of owners east and west.

CHAIRMAN YOUNG’S STATEMENT. 

Statement by Chairman Lawrence A. Young, 
of the Western Jockey Club: 

“We have made some reinstatements and will 
probably jnake more. This will be the policy 
of the Western Jockey Club to those who apply 
in good faith and who expect to remain adher- 
ents of the Western Jockey Club. We may 
make some mistakes, but, so far as I am ad- 
vised, or ly one man we heretofore reinstated 
has abased the act of restoration by racing 
again on tracks not recognized by theclib. 
We do not look for others to do so, but, of 
course, where it is done there can be no possi- 
bility of a second reinstatement. Such act of 
bad faith will forever bar the party from the 
Western Jockey Club,” 

AMENDMENT TO RULE 161. 

Rule 161 has been amended to read as follows : 
Boys who never rode a winner and who have of 
their own free will and with the consent of 
their parents or guardians, bound themselves 
as apprentices to owners or trainers for a term 
of not leis than three years by a written instru- 
ment. certified copy of which has been lodged 
with the Stewards of the Western Jockey Club, 
shall bo permitted to claim a five-pound allow- 
ance in all selling races, excepting selling 
handicaps. They shall be entitled to this allow- 
ance for one year after being licensed as ap- 
prentices. Allowances under this rule must bo 
claimed at the time of entry, and the owner 
shall not be permitted to waive puch allowance 
except by consent of the judges.
